Rollover kills 3 men , injures 2 
— at least one a BYU student

Three Provo residents were killed in 
a single-car rollover near the Box 
Elder County line on southbound I-15 
Sunday morning. Two passengers, at 
least one a registered BYU student, 
were critically injured in the accident. 

Confirmation of the other victims 
possible BYU enrollment was not 
available at presstime. 

The driver, David A. Liddiard, failed 
to negotiate a slight curve in the road- 
way and ran off the right side of the 
roadway, according to the Box Elder 
County Sheriff’s Office. 

The BYU student, Gregory John 
Biddulph, 21, of Provo, was ejected 
from the right-rear seat and pinned 
under the vehicle. Biddulph, a recent- 


ly returned missionary, and his friends 
were traveling home from Bear Lake. 

Liddiard, 21, received fatal head 
injuries, as did passengers Darin 
Webster Garner, 21, and Ronald John 
Staheli, also 21. 

Passenger Michael H. Paulos, a 21- 
year-old, was seated in the center por- 
tion of the rear seat and received torso 
injuries. 

The sheriff’s office reported that the 
vehicle traversed south while off the 
roadway until it struck an embank- 
ment. The vehicle flipped onto its top 
and then slid for a distance. 

“All indicators show that driver 
fatigue or inattentive driving, com- 
bined with a speed of approximately 
90 m.p.h. were prime contributors in 
the accident,” said the sheriff’s office.

The group expects to help about 1,600 families, and also has 50 parcels for 
transients. Those also contain razors, combs, toothbrushes and toothpaste. 


_Rapper Tupac seriously injured in shooting 


LAS VEGAS — Rapper Tupac Shakur and a record company executive were 
shot in a car as they rode down the city’s busy casino Strip, and Shakur was in 
critical condition Sunday. 

It was the second shooting in two years for Shakur, who has a history of vio- 
lence and trouble with the law. 

Police didn’t know yet if Shakur and Death Row Records Chairman Marion 
“Suge” Knight were deliberately targeted or if the shooting was random, said 
Metro Police spokesman Greg McCurdy. 

“It’s very unclear because of some of his past problems, some may think 
someone may have singled him out,’ McCurdy said. 

Police had made no arrests Sunday. 

Shakur, who starred opposite Janet Jackson in the movie “Poetic Justice,” has 
been working on another film, “Gridlock.” His latest album, “All Eyez On Me,” 
has sold at least 5 million copies. 

Shakur was convicted in Los Angeles of assault and battery on a music video 
producer and for carrying a loaded, concealed gun and was scheduled for sen- 
tencing this week on the weapons charge. 

He pleaded guilty to a misdemeanor assault charge for trying to hit a fellow 

, Tapper with a baseball bat at a concert at Michigan State University in 1993. 
The same year he was charged with shooting two off-duty Atlanta police offi- 
cers in 1993 but charges were later dropped. 


- New Internet service to utilize cable lines 


AKRON, Ohio — Time Warner Inc.’s new Road Runner on-line service gets 
“its debut Tuesday, using an existing cable television system to provide high- 
“speed computer links to the Internet. 

It will be the largest service to use a coaxial/fiber-optic cable television sys- 
tem already in place to provide connections more than 100 times faster than 
telephone lines. 

“This not a test,” said Tim Evard, president of the Time Warner division over- 
seeing the Road Runner rollout. 

More than 2,000 cable television subscribers were on a waiting list for the 
Road Runner computer connection in the Akron-Canton area. The company 
expects to expand the service into Portland, Maine, this year, and then in San 
Diego in early 1997. 

“The whole world is watching northern Ohio now,” said Robert Wells, senior 
analyst for Lennox Research in Boulder, Colo. “Time Warner is really carrying 
the ball for the industry.” 

The cost is $39.95 per month for unlimited Internet access, plus network stor- 
age space for a personal World Wide Web page and a collection of Time Warner 
information services. 

That’s twice as much as standard Internet access services. 


3-year-old Texas child takes car for joyride

The toddler grabbed the keys from a table Saturday night while his mother 
was_on the telephone and slipped out of the house.

Shorts decision to be made during Fall semester

The probationary period for wearing 
shorts continues. 

“The President’s Council extended 
the probation of wearing shorts 
throu’gh Fall Semester,” said Alton 
Wade, vice president of Student Life. 

“Compliance of knee- length shorts 
will be monitored throughout the 
semester and decided before the end 
of Fall Semester,” he said. “The final 
decision will rest with the President’s 
Council, and those in non-compliance 
will be referred to the Honor Code 
Council.” 

During the first week of Fall 
Semester, almost all men wearing 
shorts were in compliance, but only 
about 30 or 40 percent of the women 
wearing shorts were in compliance, 
Wade said. 

Shorts have been an issue ever since 
they were allowed on campus five 
years ago. The problem is not with 
students wearing shorts, but that many 
students are wearing shorts on cam- 
pus that are not knee-length. 

Some students have definite opin- 
ions on the issue. 

“Thope they ban shorts because too 
many people break the rules,” said 
Grzegorz Pawlik, a junior from Lodz, 
Poland, majoring in history.

But Wade said the issue isn’t just 
shorts. “The thing we are emphasiz- 
ing to students is that it’s a matter of 
honor,” he said. 

Wade encouraged students in a 
Daily Universe article published Mar. 
13, 1996, to read the following state- 
ment by President Spencer W. 
Kimball and “again evaluate their 
own personal honor.” 

President Kimball said, “‘In this 
institution, students and faculty com- 
mit themselves explicitly to abide by 
a code of conduct which includes 
both living by the moral precepts of 
the gospel and conforming to a dress 
and grooming code. 

“Some purport to accept the moral 
standards as important and denigrate 
the other as trivial and as intruding on 
their freedom of choice. These people 
fundamentally mis-perceive the ques- 
tion which is not whether the dress 
and grooming code is wise, but 
whether they should consider them- 
selves bound by a promise. It is not 
that such a code is forced upon any- 
one....But once having elected to 
come here and to participate in this 
community with its special calling to 
represent the Church and its highest 
standards, you must not compromise 
your integrity by promising what you 
will not do. By taking covenants 
lightly you wound your eternal self.’”

The BYU women’s volleyball 
team lost to Pepperdine Saturday 
night after a furious comeback in 
the fifth game, the second loss for 
the Cougars in the BYU/Mizuno 
Classic tournament held Friday and 
Saturday at the Smith Fieldhouse. 

The Cougars’ heartbreaker game 
Saturday came after a disappoint- 
ing 3-1 loss to the Pacific Tigers 
Friday. The 13th-ranked Tigers 
swept past the No. 21 Cougars 15- 
6, 15-11, 4-15 and 15-4 in the 
opening round of the tournament. 

The Cougars couldn’t seem to 
find their rhythm in the first two 
games, despite the return of senior 
captain Gale Johnson, who frac- 
tured a bone in her foot only six 
weeks ago. 

“In the first two games, we 
learned how to play them,” said 
Cougar coach Elaine Michaelis. 
“Passing in the first game was real- 
ly tentative.” 

In the second game, the Pacific 
Tigers keyed on All-American 
middle blocker Amy Steele. 
Luckily, BYU’s freshmen and 
sophomore setters found their 
rhythm, coordinating with outside 
hitters Johnson and Helen Hjorth. 
The result was a much closer 
game, but still a 15-11 loss. 

Warming up by the third game, 
the young Cougars put up a fight, 
holding the Tigers to four points.

Ciena said sometimes work and volunteer service collide 
but usually volunteers’ employers are supportive during 
emergency situations. 

Craig Carlisle is the Assistant Chief of the 
Highland/Alpine Fire Station. He works full time in sales 
and technical service for an oil company and has been a 
volunteer firefighter for 20 years. 

“T really like fire-related work,” Carlisle said. “I like the 
service. I like to feel like ’m helping the community.” 

“T must be crazy!” Carlisle said about the 12 to 15 hours 
he puts in volunteering. “My kids hate it and my wife puts 
up with it. She’s very supportive.” 

Volunteer service at the fire station is a family affair. 
Carlisle’s wife Denise, serves the community as the Public 
Safety Officer. 

Ciena has been volunteering for a year and a half at the 
fire station and has fought brush and structural fires. 
Fortunately, he has not been in a situation where a human 
life was endangered but he did save the life of a dog. 

When the garage of a house caught on fire, smoke had 
filtered through the rest of the house and a dog hid under a 
bed. It would have died of smoke inhalation had Ciena not 
pulled the dog out. The dog showed it’s gratitude by biting 
the hand that saved it.

While most community service is done by citizens on a voluntary basis, 
sometimes the opportunity to serve is imposed on someone who has broken® 
the law. 

People who are unable to pay fines for offenses such as speeding or 
shoplifting may pay their fine through community service. 

Lewis Scovil, a correctional officer at the Utah State Department of 
Corrections, said the service is available to allow offenders who are unable 
to pay the ticket to work off the fine through serving the community. 

“We handle the bad guys or people like BYU students who just can’t pay 
the ticket,’ Scovil said. 

Offenders get paid at the rate of $5 an nee until the fine is paid off. They 
are sent to various non-profit organizations in the area such as Veterans Park,’ 
Alpine School District or even the Lindon dump, Scovil said. 

Utah Valley State College also benefits from this program by allowing 
offenders to come to the campus and help out in clerical, custodial or food 
services, said Christine Ogzewalla of the Human Resource Department at 
UVSC. 

Ogzewalla said that while some just do the community service so they 
don’t have to pay the ticket, others enjoy the opportunity. 

“Sometimes people who don’t have a work ethic will then find out that it is 
not too bad and actually end up liking it,’ Scovil said.

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Tobacco industry scrambles 
to thwart federal regulations

WASHINGTON — Feeling its 
own health threatened, the tobacco 
industry spent millions of dollars in 
the first half of 1996 to thwart fed- 
eral efforts to curtail teen-age smok- 
ing, raise the industry’s taxes and 
restrict its advertising. 

Reports filed with the government 
show companies with heavy inter- 
ests in tobacco issues spent more 
than $15 million during the period. 

Industry giant Philip Morris led 
the way with $11.3 million, accord- 
ing to the first-ever reports disclos- 
ing special interests’ real expenses 
in lobbying Congress, federal agen- 
cies and the White House. 

Philip Morris has extensive hold- 
ings in non-tobacco businesses - 
Kraft Foods, for example - but 
reports indicate the bulk of its lobby- 
ing efforts related to tobacco matters. 

Congressional clerks who 
reviewed the reports say Philip 
Morris’ total appeared to be the 
largest so far among around 12,000 
companies and groups that filed 
midyear reports over the past two 
months. 

“We have had a lot of federal 
attention from regulators and the 
White House,” said Thomas Lauria, 
a spokesman for the Tobacco 
Institute, a trade association. “It’s 
never easy communication, because 
tobacco is controversial on many, 
many levels.” 

The industry, once given deference 
in Washington, has seen its credibil- 
ity eroded in recent years by allega- 
tions that executives covered up 
knowledge of the damaging and 
addictive nature of cigarettes, said 
Michael Pertschuk, an anti-tobacco 
researcher and activist at the 
Advocacy Institute. 

“They have the deepest pockets 
imaginable, and they have the most 
at stake,” Pertschuk said. “The very 
heart of their industry is under 
attack.” 

Not only is the industry pouring 
money into lobbying, it also is 
spending millions to influence law- 
makers through campaign donations 
and additional millions to defend 
itself against lawsuits. 

Thirteen states have sued to recov- 
er smoking-related health care costs. 
Eight class-action suits are pending, 
filed by smokers who claim they 
became hooked while the industry 
concealed the addictive nature of its 
product. 


Meanwhile, the Justice Department 
continues with its criminal probe 
into whether tobacco company offi- 
cials have lied to Congress in recent 
years or misled lawmakers about 
whether they knew of nicotine’s 
addictive properties. 

A senior law enforcement official, 
speaking on condition of anonymity, 
said Sunday that numerous tobacco 
company researchers have been sub- 
poenaed in recent weeks to testify 
before a federal grand jury in 
Washington that is looking into the 
tobacco companies’ stance on nico- 
tine. 

With these far-ranging legal battles 
as a backdrop, records show that 
during the first 18 months of the 
current two-year election cycle, 
tobacco companies gave $4.75 mil- 
lion in unregulated “soft money” to 
the two major parties - about $4 
million to the GOP and about 
$750,000 to the Democrats. 

Philip Morris’ lobbying report 
details the breadth of the lobbying 
battle the industry has been forced 
to wage. In addition to | 1 registered 


- lobbyists in its Washington office, 


the company contracted with 22 
Washington law or lobbying firms. 

It reported lobbying on legislation 
that would restrict youths’ access to 
tobacco, eliminate tobacco advertis- 
ing costs as a tax-deductible busi- 
ness expense, grant FDA regulatory 
power over their products and 
restrict smoking on airplanes and in 
workplaces. 

Philip Morris paid the Arnold & 
Porter law firm $240,000 to repre- 
sent it on issues including FDA reg- 
ulation of tobacco; former House 
doorkeeper James T. Molloy 
$20,000 to lobby on proposed youth 
smoking regulations; and the firm of 
former House member Ed Jenkins 
$140,000 to protect it against pro- 
posed increases in excise taxes. 

Dennis acknowledged that the 
current climate for tobacco is, “as 
always, a challenging environ- 
ment.” 

Other leading spenders included 
the Tobacco Institute, nearly $1.3 
million; U.S. Tobacco, $920,000; 
R.J. Reynolds Tobacco, $859,670; 
and the Smokeless Tobacco 
Council, $600,000. 

The new lobbying law requires all 
interests that engage in significant 
lobbying in Washington to register 
and to disclose a good-faith estimate 
of lobbying expenses twice a year. 
The law went into effect Jan. 1. 


Groups find projects 
through Service To Go

Service to Go is the BYUSA pro- 
gram designed to give groups the 
direction they need to serve those in 
the community who need help the 
most. 

The Community Service branch. of 
BYUSA operates the Service to Go 
program to facilitate the correlation of 
student volunteers with people in the 
community who need help with dif- 
ferent things, said Dan Dellenbach, 
Vice President of Community Service 
at BYUSA. 

BYUSA volunteers answer tele- 
phone calls from 
people in the com- 
munity who know 
they can call 
BYUSA for help.

They helped a family move 
some furniture from their basement 
up to the ground floor and then out- 
side for a yard sale. 

Dellenbach said the father, who was 
in his 60s, had just suffered a heart 
attack and couldn’t lift heavy objects. 
They called Service to Go because 
they knew they could get help from 
BYU. Dellenbach and Ferris went the

next day to help the family. 

Elders quorums, Relief Societies 
and other groups can call Service to 
Go to be matched up with an appro- 
priate service project. 

Groups are encouraged to call two or 
three weeks in advance so appropriate 
projects can be arranged, Dellenbach 
said. If groups want to serve on a spe- 
cific date, notice even further in 
advance helps the Service to Go vol- 
unteers find appropriate projects. 

Dellenbach also said the larger the 
group, the more time needed to orga- 
nize the project. 

Service to Go can also draw from 
other community service organiza- 
tions, such as the 
United Way, to 
find projects for 
groups to do. 


Individuals look- 
ing to serve are 
encouraged by 
BYUSA to get 
involved in an on- 
going program. 
The Community 


operates 35 pro- 
grams on a contin- 
ual basis. 

Over the 
next two weeks, 
the service organizers will be recruit- 
ing and assigning program leaders. 
Dellenbach said students interested in 
leading or working with a program 
should go to the BYUSA offices on 
the fourth floor of the Wilkinson 
Center to sign up.
